John Mottley, Esy., alias Joe Miller.—-The history of this gentle- 
man’s family is a highly interesting one. His father. Colonel Mottley, 
followed the fortunes of King James II. into France, and was a great 
favourite with that unhappy prince, who procured for him a regiment 
in the service of Louis I1V., at the head of which he was killed at the 
battle of Turin, in the year 1706. The Colonel used to pay England 
a vizit in disguise, and, on one occasion, several persons were taken up 
during his stay in London, in hopes of catching him, but he escaped. 
It was known that the Colonel was very intimate with a Mr. Tredenham, 
M. P. for St. Mawes, in Cornwall, and that he frequently supped with 
him at the Blue Posts Tavern in the Haymarket. Search was made 
one night, and Mr. Tredenham was found ina private-room with a heap 
of papers before him, which, as well as the M. P. were seized and taken 
to the Earl of Nottingham, secretary of state, who knew Mr. Tredenham 
very well, and, on inquiry, he learnt that the worthy M. P. was amus- 
ing himself in correcting a play which he had written. Lord Nottingham 
looked over the papers for some time, and then presented them to the 
author, saying that he could not find any thing like a PLor in them. 
Mottley’s mother was sister to the celebrated Mr.Guize, All-Souls, Ox- 
ford, the greatest master of the Oriental languages then living ; he trans- 
lated the Jewish Misna from Hebrew to Latin, and prepared for the press 
an edition of Prince Abulfeda’s Geography, from an Arabic MS., which 
most af the learned linguists in Europe acknowledged they could not read. 
Mr. John Mottley was born in 1692, and when only sixteen years of 
age, he held a situation in the Excise-office, and remained there about 
twelve years, when he turned author, aud wrote his first play, which 
was called Zhe Imperial Captives, and acted at Lincoln’s-inn, 1720. 
Mr.Mottley was a great martyr to the gout, which unfortunately attacked 
him in his right hand, so that he used to say, “I cannotuse my working 
tools.” However, in spite of his enemy, who sometimes confined him to 
his bed for many months, he maintained a cheerful mind, and he wrote, 
among other light pieces, the book that bears the name of “ Joe Miller's 
Jests.” Mottley also wrote ‘ The Life of Peter the Great,” in three 
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volumes, published by subecription, and very highly patronised. A 
great honour was conferred on Mottley by the Princess of Wales, (after- | 
wards Queen Caroline), who, a few evenings previously to his benefit, 
disposed of a great many tickets at a grand party given at court, with her 
own hand, attended by Colonel Schutz, the Privy Purse, who received 
the golden coin in return for thetickets in a manner that showed he was 
accustomed to pocket the rhino. Mr. Mottley and Charles Coffey altered 
and prepared for the stage the farce of The Devil to Pay, in 1730, and 
the former wrote four plays, which proved successful.
